The Junior Human Relations Council was established to 
promote “peaceful co-existence.” School elections were altered to en- 
sure the placement of at least one white and one black member in 
Student Council and the cheerleading squads. Monthly holidays were 
begun to help alleviate the tensions involved. 


Norm Of 1970’s Challenges The Conventional 
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American men and women have long been engaged in a silent 
power struggle. From totally separate entities, society made a ques- 
tionable advance to a reversal of roles. Boys in Home Ec. classes 
and girls in a mechanical drawing course were only two examples 
of the new sharing experience. Awakening to other interests such 
things as athletics and riflery became accepted activities of the 
American female. 

As the youth have broken barriers of sex discrimination, they 
have also invaded radio, television, and other fields of technology 
Dissection sparked studies in biology.
